Several  reorganization  proposals,  including  one  which  would 
reduce  the  number  of  ASBYU  Vice  Presidents  from  eight  to 
five,  are  being  considered  by  the  ASBYU  Executive  Council. 

In  an  open  meeting  Thursday  the  Council  concurred  that  both 
the  Social  Office  and  ASBYlJ  President  were  necessary  to 
student  government. 

Kirk  Rector,  vice  president  of  Student  Community  Services, 
considered  academics,  athletics  and  services  as  necessary  elected 
offices. 

Rick  Wilson,  executive  vice  president,  proposed  a  modified 
form  of  the  present  Student  Community  Service  office,  with  an 
emphasis  on  communication  between  Church  and  student 
government. 

He  recommended  that  the  proposed  office  encompass  student 
service  and  community  relations.  He  also  suggested  that  the 
office  be  called  Student  Relations,  as  it  was  prior  to  the  change 
to  Student  Community  Services. 

“Every  office  has  attempted  to  communicate  with  the  ten 
BYU  stakes  during  the  year.  Communication  with  them  would 
be  invaluable,”  said  Rector.  “My  biggest  problem  in  office  has 
been  letting  people  know  what’s  going  on  in  the  community. 
Someone  who  would  work  with  the  stake  presidents  would  be  a 
definite  asset  in  coordinating  branch  and  stake  service  projects.” 

Michael  Waddoups,  finance  vice  president,  suggested  a 
business  office  be  incorporated  to  assume  the  functions  of  the 
Finance  Office  and  Executive  Vice  President. 

The  other  offices,  freshmen,  women’s,  organizations,  and 
culture,  were  considered  for  consolidation  with  the  five 
suggested  offices. 

“The  effectiveness  of  Women’s  Office  would  not  be  carried  on 
if  it  were  consolidated  with  the  Social  Office,”  said  Karla 
Knudsen,  women’s  vice  president,  “We  have  achieved  a  unified 
feeling  and  more  purpose  since  we  have  been  involved  with  the 
student  government.” 

ASBYU  President  Mark  Reynolds  proposed  a  different  type 
of  revision  featuring  the  nine  vice  presidents  on  an  equal  level 
with  the  present  single  Executive  Vice  President. 

“We  would  all  share  the  responsibility  for  all  the  student 
government  and  not  be  divided  into  special  interest  groups  or 
areas,”  he  said. 

The  Council  decided  to  discuss  the  plans  further  at  the  next 
Council  meeting  Wednesday  at  5  p.m. 

“The  only  reason  this  action  was  not  taken  previously  is  that 
the  decision  would  be  too  hard  to  take,  said  Randy  Smith, 
Executive  Assistant  to  ASBYU  President  Reynolds.

A  BYU-Salt  Lake  City 
courier  delivery  service 
instigated  as  an  energy 
conservation  measure  is 
“gaining  momentum  every 
day”  according  to  program 
director  Earl  J.  Glade. 

The  service,  which  began 
operating  Nov.  26,  allows 
departments  to  send  small 
freight  to  Salt  Lake  City  daily 
for  a  minimal  charge  and 
receive  items  from  the  area 
later  the  same  afternoon. 
Delivery  service  is  available  to 
all  colleges  and  departments. 

Glade  noted  that  before  the 
program  was  organized,  at 
least  several  cars  traveled  to 
Salt  Lake  City  every  day  to 
pick  up  and  deliver  items  for 
various  departments  and 
colleges. 

“By  consolidating  these  trips 
into  an  organized  delivery 
program,  we  are  saving  a 
substantial  amount  of  energy 
and  providing  a  service  that 
can  save  departments  a  great 
deal  of  time,”  he  said. 

Glade  said  the  delivery 
vehicle  travels  to  the  airport  at 
least  three  times  a  week,  where 
it  sends  a  number  of  items  and 
picks  up  air  express  packages 


Fantasyland  hit 
by  energy  crisis 

ORLANDO,  Fla.  (AP)  - 
Understudies  for  the  roles 
of  life-sized  Disney 
characters  are  losing  their 
jobs  at  Walt  Disney  World 
because  of  declining 
attendance,  much  of  the 
drop  due  to  the  fuel 
shortage,  a  spokesman  said 
Thursday. 

The  amusement 
attraction  announced 
Thursday  that  by  the  end 
of  the  week  2,000 
employes  would  be  laid  off. 

“We  will  cross-utilize 
characters,”  said  Tom 
Craven,  a  Disney 
spokesman  here.  “Layoffs 
will  be  in  character 
backups.  Instead  of  triple 
casting,  we  may  only 
double  cast.” 

This  means  that  instead 
of  having  three  people  to 
portray  Mickey  Mouse  or 
Donald  Duck  characters 
there  might  be  just  two. 
Also,  actors  who  portray 
Mickey  one  day  might  work 
the  next  as  Donald. 

Disney  officials  said  the 
layoffs  would  not  affect 
operations.  They  said  some 
of  the  layoffs  were  part  of  a 
normal  cutback  following 
the  holiday  period.  Officials 
declined  to  give  fitures.

During  its  first  four  weeks  of 
operation,  26  university 
departments  took  advantage  of 
the  service  with  a  total  of  138 
deliveries  performed.  The 
courier  vehicle  was  even  busier 
as  the  winter  semester  began; 
during  the  three  days  of 
registration,  36  deliveries  were 
made  by  1 1  departments. 

A  one-day  record  was  set 
this  week  when  16  deliveries 
were  made  by  nine 
departments.  Glade  said  it 
took  six  hours  to  deliver  the 
items. 

Pickup  is  made  on  campus 
daily  at  several  locations  at 
12:30  p.m.,  and  delivery  is 
made  in  Salt  Lake  City 
between  2  p.m.  and  3  p.m. 
The  vehicle  returns  to  campus 
by  4:30  p.m.  with  items  for 
the  departments  from  the  Salt 
Lake  area.  Charge  per  service  is 
$2.

The  U  iah  Legislature  will 
meet  Monday  for  its  1974 
budget  session  to  .  determine 
Utah  finances  for  the  1974-75 
fiscal  year. 

Normally  a  20-day  session, 
the  legislature  may  be  called 
into  special  session  for 
additional  time  by  Utah 
Governor  Calvin  Rampton  to 
consider  several  non-budget 
items.  Such  items  include  a 
new  abortion  law, 
improvements  to  the  state 
retirement  program  and  a 
land-use  planning  act. 

Although  the  legislature  will 
be  working  with  a  surplus  of 
funds  from  $28-$32  million, 
predictions  are  that  the 
lawmakers  will  be  cautious  in 
their  expenditures.  The 
elimination  of  state  property 
taxes  and  a  revised  income  tax 
last  year  coupled  with  the 
effect  of  the  energy  crisis 
indicates  a  possible  unforeseen 
need  for  the  funds  to  fill  the 
tax  gap. 

“I  hope  my  colleagues  in 
both  house  will  look  at  the 
coming  year  with  reservation,” 
said  Sen.  W.  Hughes 
Brockbank,  R-Salt  Lake  and 
chairman  of  the  Joint 
Appropriations  Committee.  “I 
hope  they  would  set  some  of 
the  surplus  aside  in  case  our 
revenue  is  not  what  we  now 
think.” 

Fund  requests  are  expected 
from  the  Utah  Bicentennial 
Commission,  the  State  Board 
of  Higher  Education,  and  the 
Capitol  Hill  Commission 
among  others.

WASHINGTON  (AP) 
Secretary  of  State  Henry  A. 
Kissinger  Thursday  outlined  a 
multistage  process  to  bring 
oil-producing  nations  and  the 
rest  of  the  world  together  on 
stabilizing  the  economic  and 
political  aspects  of  the 
international  oil  crisis. 

In  a  joint  news  conference 
by  Kissinger  and  federal 
energy  chief  William  E.  Simon, 
the  secretary  elaborated  on  the 
invitations  sent  by  President 
Nixon  Wednesday  to  the  major 
industrial  nations  to  meet  next 
month  concerning  the  oil 
situtation. 

Stage  one 

The  first  stage  of  Nixon’s 
planning  will  be  the  Feb.  11 
meeting  between  the  foreign 
ministers  of  the  eight  countries 
who  consume  the 
overwhelming  majority  of  the 
world’s  oil  production. 

Kissinger  said  this,  would  be 
followed  by  conferences  with 
other  oil  consumer  countries, 
particularly  those  with 
underdeveloped  economies. 

Then,  within  three  months, 
there  would  be  a  conference 
involving  both  the  consumer 
nations  and  the  major 
oil-producing  countries, 
particularly  those  in  the  Arab 
world  and  Latin  America. 

The  secretary  said  that  as 
the  United  States  reaches 


self-sufficiency  in  its  energy 
needs  it  would  be  prepared  to 
consider  sharing  such  resources 
as  oil  with  other  nations. 

Long-term  effort 
But  he  made  it  clear  that 
this  was  a  long-term 
proposition,  perhaps  10  or  15 
years  away,  and  that  the 
immediate  answer  is  through  a 
framework  of  cooperation  that 
could  be  worked  out  in  the 
upcoming  conferences  set  out 
by  the  President. 

Kissinger  also  touched  on 
the  purpose  of  his  Middle  East 
trip  that  begins  tonight  with  a 
flight  to  Egypt. 

To  formalize  proposal 
He  said  the  trip,  which  also 
involves  a  stop  in  Israel,  is  to 
help  formalize  a  proposal  on 
the  military  disengagement  of 
Arab  and  Israeli  troops  near 
the  Suez  Canal. 

Meanwhile,  President  Nixon, 
inviting  foreign  ministers  of 
eight  oil-consuming  countries 
to  a  Washington  conference 
next  month,  said  Thursday  the 
energy  shortage  “threatens  to 
unleash  political  and  economic 
forces  that  could  cause  severe 
and  irreparable  damage  to  the 
prosperity  and  stability  of  the 
world.” 

Text  presented 
The  Western  White  House 


made  public  the  text  of 
separate  letters  sent  by  Nixon 
to  governments  of 
oil -consuming  countries, 
inviting  them  to  the  Feb.  11 
Washington  conference,  and  to 
major  oil-producing  countries 
to  inform  them  of  the 
meeting. 

In  the  letter  to  heads  of 
government  of  six  European 
countries  plus  Japan  and 
Canada,  Nixon  used  much  the 
stronger  language,  saying  the 
global  energy  situation  has 
produced  “an  historic 
crossroad”  in  which  nations 
“face  a  fundamental  choice 
that  can  profoundly  affect  the 
structure  of  international 
political  and  economic 
relations  for  the  remainder  of 
this  century.” 

Milder  letter 

In  his  somewhat  milder 
letter  to  the  governments  of 
Abu  Dhabi,  Algeria,  Ecuador, 
Gabon,  Indonesia,  Iran,  Iraq, 
Kuwait,  Libya,  Nigeria,  Qatar, 
Saudi  Arabia  and  Venezuela, 
Nixon  said: 

“Recent  developments  have 
emphasized  the  critical 
importance  of  energy  to  the 
prosperity  and  stability  of  the 
international  economy.  Severe 
disruptions  of  economic 
activity  and  of  the  world 
monetary  system,  whether 
caused  by  insufficiency  of 


energy  supplies  or  abrupt  price 
movements,  could  prove 
disastrous  for  consumers  and 
producers  alike. 

Writing  to  the  leaders  of 
Germany,  France,  Italy,  the 
Netherlands,  Britain,  Norway, 
Canada  and  Japan,  Nixon  told 
of  the  Washington  conference 
he  proposed  for  Feb.  1 1  “or 
any  other  convenient  date  that 
week.” 

“Our  concept  is  that  the 
foreign  ministers  meeting 
would  agree  on  an  analysis  of 
the  situation  and  the  work  to 
be  done.  It  would  establish  a 
task  force  drawn  from  the 
consuming  countries  which 
would  formulate  a  consumer 
action  program. 

“Part  of  this  program  would 
be  concerned  with  new 
cooperative  measures  designed 
to  deal  with  the  explosive 
growth  of  global  energy 
demand  and  to  accelerate  the 
coordinated  development  of 
new  energy  sources.” 

“Another  task  would  be  to 
develop  a  concerted  consumer 
position  for  a  new  era  of 
petroleum  consumer-producer 
relations  which  would  meet 
the  legitimate  interestes  of 
oil-producing  countries  while 
assuring  the  consumer 
countries  adequate  supplies  at 
fair  and  reasonable  prices.” 


Utah  deadlines 
set  tc  register  cars

Because  of  a  new  state  law,  passenger  cars 
purchased  after  July  1,  1973  and  licensed  in 
Utah  need  not  be  registered  until  the 
anniversary  of  the  purchase,  according  to 
Harrison  Conover,  Utah  County  Assessor. 

However,  cars  purchased  before  July  1, 
1973  must  be  registered  by  the  end  of 
February. 

Students  with  cars  registered  out-of-state  are 
not  required  to  register  cars  in  Utah  as  long  as 
they  are  full-time  students  and  have  a 
non-resident  permit,  said  Noel  Reece,  Branch 
Manager  of  the  Utah  State  Tax  Commission. 

Cars  can  be  registered  in  room  102  of  the 
Utah  County  Building.  The  fee  for  registration 
is  $5  for  passenger  cars,  $1  for  reflectorized 
paint  used  on  new  license  plates  and  $1.25  to 
pay  for  state  driver  education  classes, 
according  to  Reece. 

All  cars  must  be  assessed  by  the  County 
Assessor  according  to  year,  make,  model  and 
the  driver’s  taxing  district. 


Any  out-of  stater  wishing  to  register  his  car 
with  the  state  of  Utah  must  bring  in  the  title 
to  his  car  and  apply  for  a  Utah  title.  The  car 
will  be  subject  to  police  inspection  and  must 
be  safety  inspected.  Reece  also  noted  that  any 
car  in  Utah  for  longer  than  90  days  must 
obtain  no-fault  insurance. 

Pick-ups  and  trucks  are  not  affected  by  the 
new  law  and  must  be  registered  by  the  end  of 
February,  according  to  Conover. 

Those  owning  property  in  Utah  County  may 
attach  their  vehicle  to  the  property  and  pay 
the  assessment  in  November.  Conover  warned, 
however,  that  this  must  be  taken  care  of  at  the 
County  Assessor’s  Office  before  March  15. 
The  owner  can  then  hold  the  release  until  the 
date  for  the  new  registration. 

If  an  out-of-state  student  is  not  studying 
full-time  at  BYU,  he  must  register  his  car  in 
Utah.  In  addition,  if  a  wife  accepts 
employment  in  Utah  and  drives  a  vehicle,  the 
car  must  also  be  registered  in  Utah,  said 
Reece.

qualified  medical  staff;  a  well-trained 
nursing  staff;  a  trained  administrator  who 
is  skilled  in  hospital  affairs;  and  a 
responsible  governing  body.

Clearing  the  snowy  streets  is 
a  monumental  task  for  the 
cities  of  Provo  and  Orem,  a 
task  which  BYU  students  can 
help. 

Rodney  Ford  of  the  Provo 
City  Streets  Department 
claims  a  lot  of  their  time  is 
wasted  zig-zaging  in  and  out  of 
parked  cars.  It  would  help, 
according  to  Ford,  if  people 
would  keep  their  cars  off  the 


streets  during  the  winter  or  at 
least  when  it  snows. 

Some  cars  have  been  left  on 
the  steets'  so  long  they  have 
been  almost  buried  in  the 
furrow  left  by  the  plow. 
“When  this  happens,”  Ford 
said,  “some  people  always 
insist  that  we  come  and  dig 
them  out  but  I  don’t  have 
much  sympathy  lor  them,  just 
tell  them  to  get  out  their 
shovel.” 

Watch  for  snowplows 
Ford  said  it  would  help  if 


people  would  keep  their  eyes 
out  for  the  snow  plows  when 
they  are  driving  and  give  them 
the  right  of  way. 


Provo  has  seven  snow  plows 
and  each  is  assigned  a  section 
of  the  city.  There  is  no  set 
schedule  for  clearing  the  roads; 
that,  according  to  Ford, 
depends  on  the  weatherman. 


Orem  city  faces  a  similar 
problem  with  cars  parked  on 
the  streets.  Chuck  Call  of  the 
Orem  City  Streets  Department 
said,  “It’s  too  bad  we  don’t 
have  a  city  ordinance  against 
parking  on  the  streets  during  a 
snow  storm.” 


Busiest  streets  cleared  first 


Call  claimed  the  parked  cars 
not  only  hinder  street  clearing 
but  result  in  uncleared  sections 
that  handicap  the  sanitation 
crews.

Gasoline  rationing  measures 
taking  place  through  Europe 
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LONDON  (AP)  —  Sweden  is 
rationing  gasoline  for  the 
second  day,  and  Norway  and 
the  Netherlands  will  have 
rationing  fhis  month. 

British  motorists  have  been 
issued  ration  coupons  just  in 
case.  In  Switzerland,  Italy  and 
Austria  there  are  unofficial 
rumblings  about  rationing  next 
month  if  the  oil  situation 
doesn’t  improve. 

But  most  West  European 
governments  apparently  hope 
that  conservation  measures 
will  keep  the  ration  books 
away.  These  include  50-mile 
speed  limits.  There  is  also  an 
unofficial  restriction  on 
driving:  gasoline  prices  have 
risen  as  much  as  1 8  cents  due 
to  the  Arab  oil  squeeze  and 
now  run  as  high  as  $1.28  a 
gallon. 

Here  is  a  country-by-country 
picture  of  gasoline-short 
Western  Europe: 
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New  car  franchises  are 
authorized  to  be  among  the 
permitted  uses  in  the  SC-2 
(special  commercial)  zones, 
the  Orem  City  Council  decided 
this  week. 

The  special  zone  gives  the 
city  extended  controls  over 
development.  The  University 
Mall  is  located  in  one  of  these 


zones. 

The  Council  approved  the 
purchase  of  pipe  to  be  used  for 
irrigation  purposes  in  front  of 
Orem  Elementary  School  and 
also  discussed  a  water 
treatment  plant  for  the  city. 

The  council  made  a  motion 
to  go  along  with  the 
Conservancy  District  to 
increase  mill  levy  from  one 
mill  to  two  mills  in  the 
forthcoming  legislature.

Sweden  —  Drivers  have 
coupons  for  just  over  26 
gallons  to  last  them  the  seven 
weeks  until  March’  1.  What 
happens  after  that  depends  on 
the  supply  situation.  Local 
rationing  boards  are  processing 
applications  from  800,000 
Swedes  who  claim  driving  is 
essential  for  their  jobs. 

Netherlands  —  Rationing 
begins  Saturday  and  each  car 
will  be  given  4  gallons  a  week. 
Supplementary  rations  will  be 
issued  for  business  use,  alloted 
on  the  basis  of  1973  mileage 
less  25  per  cent.  The 
government,  fearful  of  a  black 
market  in  coupons,  says  the 
transfer  of  coupons  from  one 
private  car  to  another  will  not 
be  prohibited. 

Norway  -  A  complicated 
four-tier  system  of  rationing 
starts  Jan.  25  and  lasts  six 
weeks.  The  basic  ration  is  20 
gallons  for  drivers  in  the 
nonessential  groups,  but 
essential  services  and  cars 
deemed  “of  some  importance 
to  society”  get  more.  A  ban  on 
Sunday  driving,  started  three 
weeks  ago,  continues  until 
rationing  starts. 

Britain  —  The  government 
was  Europe’s  first  to  distribute 
gasoline  ration  books,  and  by 
mid-December  everyone  had 
drawn  their  allocations. 
Industry  Minister  Tom 
Boardman  said  this  week  it  is 
“very  unlikely  rationing  will 
be  imposed  this  month”  but 
added:  “I  am  not  prepared  to 
comment  further  than 
January.” 

West  Germany  —  Driving 
was  banned  on  four  Sundays 
in  December,  and  there  were 
plans  to  start  a  new  system  of 
alternating  partial  weekend 
driving  bans  for  cars  with  even 
and  uneven  registration 
numbers.  But  this  week  the 
government  announced  that 
improved  prospects  for  oil 
supplies  mean  an  indefinite 
postponement  of  Sunday  bans. 

France  —  The  only 
conservation  measure  is  a 
speed  limit,  and  the 
government  insists  no  more 
will  be  needed. 

Italy  —  There  has  been  press 
speculation  that  gas  rationing 
may  be  on  the  way,  but  there 


has  been  no  official  indication 
so  far.  A  Sunday  driving  ban 
started  last  month,  and  as  still 
in  force,  and  the  speed  limit  is 
75  miles  on  expressways  and 
62  on  other  roads. 

Denmark  —  Alone  of 
Scandinavian  countries, 
Denmark  has  no  plans  for 
rationing.  Conservation 
measures  include  a  ban  on 
Sunday  driving,  a  50-mile 
speed  limit  and  a  ban  on  using 
fuel  for  flying  and  boating  on 
Sundays. 


Signetics 
expansion 
site  OK'd 


Site  approval  for 
construction  to  expand  the 
Signetics  Corporation  was 
received  Wednesday  night 
from  the  Orem  Planning 
Commission. 

The  Signetics  project,  which 
will  double  the  present  75,000 
sq.  ft.  of  the  plant  will  be 
located  directly  south  of  the 
present  Signetics  plant  at  1300 
S.  800  East  in  Orem. 

According  to  Mike  Baker, 
project  manager  for  Signetics, 
the  project  will  make  “a 
significant  increase  in  the 
present  employment  of  800.” 

No  cost  figures  have  been 
released  for  the  project  which 
is  expected  to  be  completed 
by  the  end  of  1974. 

Baker  said  the  project  was  a 
three-phase  one  involving 
moving  of  Administrators  and 
support  groups,  renovating  the 
present  facility  and  expanding 
the  building  facilities. 

Reasons  for  the  expansion 
have  been  sited  as  outstanding 
performance  of  the  employees 
and  technological  knowledge 
level  of  the  workers.  An 
important  resource  for  the 
firm  is  also  Orem’s  electricity 
source  which  has  been  a  major 
resource  for  the  firm. 


All  Y  foreign  students 
must  report  addresses 


All  foreign  students  must  report  their  addresses  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Immigration  during  the  month  of  January. 

According  to  Trevor  Christensen,  assistant  international 
student  advisor,  penalities  for  failure  to  report  are 
imprisonment,  fines,  or  deportment. 

Address  report  forms  for  aliens  are  available  at  any  post 
office.  The  form  should  be  filled  out  completely  and  returned 
either  to  the  post  office  or  the  Immigration  and  Naturalization 
Service  Office  at  1255  S.  State  St.  (Federal  Bldg.),  Salt  Lake 
City. 

Exceptions  to  those  who  must  report  are  diplomats,  and 
accredited  members  of  certain  international  organizations. 

Christensen  pointed  out  that  every  alien  present  in  the  U.S. 
on  the  first  day  of  January  each  year  should  report  his  address 
within  30  days. 

Parents  or  guardians  of  aliens  are  required  to  submit  a  report 
for  children  under  14  years  of  age.

Hughes  gave  campaign  checks

WASHINGTON  -  An  agent 
for  billionaire  Howard  Hughes 
gave  a  number  of  signed  blank 
checks  to  the  Nixon 
re-election  campaign  a  few 
days  before  the  April  7,  1972 
reporting  deadline,  a  secretary 
testified  in  a  civil  suit 
deposition  made  public 
Wednesday. 

Sally  Harmony,  formerly  a 
secretary  to  G.  Gordon  Liddy, 


said  she  could  not  remember 
the  amounts  that  were  filled  in 
but  that  the  checks  were  made 
out  to  the  Finance  Committee 
for  the  Re-election  of  the 
President  or  some  subsidiary 
committees. 

An  earlier  Hughes 
contribution  of  $100,000 
given  to  Nixon  intimate 
Charles  G.  “Bebe”  Rebozo  has 
been  the  source  of  much 
controversy.  Rebozo  said  that 
he  later  returned  the  $100,000 
made  in  two  cash  payments,  to 
Hughes. 


Miss  Harmony  gave  the 
deposition  in  a  multimillion 
dollar  civil  suit  filed  by  the 
Democratic  National 
Committee  as  the  result  of  he 
Watergate  breakin.  The 
portion  of  her  testimony, 
given  last  April  27,  was 
unsealed  Wednesday. 

the  portion  of  the 
deposition  had  been  sealed 
because  it  did  not  relate  to 
post-Watergate  developments 
covered  by  the  civil  suit.  The 
St.  Louis  Post-Dispatch 
obtained  information  about 
what  the  deposition  contained 
and  asked  the  judge  in  the  case 
to  release  it. 

U.S.  District  Judge  Charles 
R.  Richey  said  he  unsealed  the 
deposition  after  obtaining 
agreement  from  all  attorneys 
in  the  case  and  from  the  office 
of  the  special  Watergate 
prosecutor. 

Blank  checks  given 

“1  know  one  time  a 
contributor  brought  some 
signed  blank  checks  to  Mr. 
Liddy  and  I  filled  them  out,” 
Miss  Harmony  said  in  the 
deposition.  “That  is  what  I  did 
with  a  few  checks  like  that.  I 
put  the  amounts  in.” 

At  the  time  of  the  Watergate 
break-in,  June  17,  1972  Liddy 
was  general  counsel  for  the 
finance  committee.  He  later 
was  one  of  seven  men 
convicted  of  burglary, 
conspiracy  and  wiretapping  in 
the  Democratic  headquarters 
break-in  and  was  sentenced  to 


a  minimum  six  years,  eight 
months  in  prison. 

Questions  asked 

“Do  you  know  who  the 
contributor  was  who  gave  you 
the  blank  checks,”  Miss 
Harmony  was  asked  by 
Maurice  Dunie,  attorney  for 
the  Democrats. 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Who  was  that. 

A.  The  check  was  signed  by 
Bob  Bennett,  but  it  was  not 
his  money,  no. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whose 
money  it  was. 

A.  Howard  Hughes’  money. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Liddy  tell  you 
how  much  to  fill  in  that  check 
for. 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  How  much? 

A.  There  were  several 
checks. 

Q.  Can  you  give  us  the 
amounts? 

A.  I  don’t  remember  what 
they  were. 

Robert  Bennett  is  a 
Washington  public  relations 
man  who  handled  Hughes 
interests.  His  firm,  the  Robert 
H.  Mullen  Co.,  had  employed 
E.  Howard  Hunt,  who  later 
pleaded  guilty  to  Watergate 


break-in  charges  and  was 
sentenced  to  2Vi  years  in 
prison. 

Sixteen  checks 

Bennett  told  a  reporter 
Wednesday  night  that  Miss 
Harmony  made  16  checks  for 
$3,000  apiece  to  various 
subsidiary  campaign 
committees  on  April  7,  1972 
and  that  he  himself  had 
written  a  17th  check  for 
$2,000  to  make  the  total 
donation  an  even  $50,000. 

Bennett  said  he  agreed  to 
have  Liddy’s  secretary  fill  out 
the  16  blank  checks  since 
Liddy  had  told  him  the  law 
required  that  the  checks  clear 
the  banks  that  day. 


Enforcement  rigid

Utah’s  vast  energy  resources  could  spare  the  state  full  impact  of 
the  energy  crisis,  depending  on  how  much  of  the  resources  are 
kept  in  the  state. 

Milton  P.  Matthews,  president  of  the  National  Institute  of 
Marketing,  said  Wednesday  the  Price  area  should  boom  again 
because  of  its  large  coal  deposits. 

He  said  Duchesne  County  has  one  of  the  five  largest 
high-wax-content  oil  sources  in  the  country  and  should  also 
thrive  with  the  increased  demand  for  fuel. 

Panama  agreement  reached 

WASHINGTON  -  A  preliminary  agreement  to  return  the 
Panama  Canal  and  Canal  Zone  to  Panama  has  been  reached  by 
negotiators  for  the  two  countries,  U.S.  sources  say. 

The  accord  is  said  to  cover  such  issues  as  Panamanian 
sovereignty  over  the  area,  defense  of  the  canal  and  the 
construction  of  a  new  canal  large  enough  to  handle  super 
tankers. 

U.S.  government  sources  stressed  the  agreement  is  not  binding 
on  this  country  but  merely  a  preliminary  step  to  be  used  as  the 
basis  of  further  negotiations  leading  to  the  drafting  of  a  new 
Panama  Canal  treaty. 

Politician  sent  home 

WASHINGTON  -  Nicholas  Platt,  Chinese-speaking  political 
officer  assigned  to  the  U.S.  liaison  office  in  Peking,  is  being 
withdrawn  next  week  because  of  a  motor  accident  that  resulted 
in  the  death  of  a  Chinese  girl,  the  state  Department 
acknowledged  today. 

Officials  said  that  they  are  informed  by  Chinese  authorities 
that  whenever  a  death  occurs  involving  foreign  diplomats,  the 
official  is  required  to  leave  the  country. 

London  trains  at  standstill 

LONDON  -  Londoners  walked,  boarded  buses  and  subways, 
battled  traffic  jams  or  just  gave  up  and  stayed  home  from  work 
Thursday  as  labor  problems  brought  state-run  train  service  to  a 
near  standstill. 

The  trains  normally  carry  261,000  commuters  to  work,  but 
only  20,000  made  it  and  even  fewer  got  home  by  rail. 

Some  engineers  were  sent  home  in  disciplinary  moves  during 
the  day  and  most  other  London  engineers  promptly  walked  out, 
leaving  irate  commuters  stranded. 

Boston  zoo  buys  giraffe 

STONEHAM,  Mass.  --  The  art  of  necking  has  reached  new 
heights  at  a  zoo  in  this  Boston  suburb,  thanks  to  a  group  called 
Giraffe  Associates. 

The  group  banded  together  to  buy  Girard,  a  3-year-old  male 
giraffe  who  now  is  the  constant  companion  of  10-year-old 
Leona,  a  resident  of  the  Stoneham  Zoo.  Both  lovers  are  14  feet 
tall.

2  senators 
ask  review 
of  leases 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  The 
Interior  Department  has  been 
asked  to  defer  leasing  more  oil 
shale  land  pending  a  review  of 
leases  which  two  senators  say 
offer  oil  firms  “much  for  little 
in  return.” 

The  re-evaluation  of  lease 
terms  was  requested  in  a  letter 
from  Sen.  Henry  M.  Jackson, 
D-Wash.,  chairman  of  the 
Interior  Committee,  and  Sen. 
Lee  Metcalf,  D-Mont., 
chairman  of  the  interior 
subcommittee  on  minerals  and 
fuels. 

They  said  that  leases  for  the 
land  do  not  call  for  sufficient 
production  yields  to  stimulate 
the  development  of 
technology  by  private 
industry. 

The  senators  said  that 
“generous  royalty  and  bonus 
offset,”  provisions  could  be 
justified  as  a  subsidy  if 
industry  were  required  to 
undertake  heavy  investment  to 
bring  full  scale  production  by 
specific  dates. 

‘‘Since  no  such 
commitments  are  being 
sought,  it  must  be  concluded 
that  the  Interior  Department’s 
proposal  offers  lessees  much 
for  little  in  return,”  the  letter 
said. 

Jackson  said  the  production 
rate  required  for  the  1  5th  year 
on  the  western  Colorado  tract 
for  which  bids  were  Opened 
Tueaday  is  less  than  half 
enough  to  support  a  full  scale 
commercial  plant  of  at  least 
50,000  barrels  of  oil  a  day. 

ROME  (AP)  Rome’s 
subway  system,  slated  to  be 
finished  in  1960,  is  still  far 
from  completion.

Students  of  Greek 
need  to  enroll  now 


Students  interested  in 
receiving  training  in  Greek  for 
New  Testament  study  -next 
year  are  encouraged  to  enroll 
in  Greek  101  now  since  it  will 
not  be  offered  again  until  fall 
semester. 

According  to  Thomas  W. 
MacKay,  assistant  professor  of 
Greek  and  Latin,  students 
enrolling  in  Greek  101  this 
semester  will  be  in  the  position 
to  take  Greek  102  Spring  term 
and  then  be  able  to  study  the 
New  Testament  in  both  BYU 
study  and  their  own  reading 
from  the  Greek  text. 

During  the  next  two  years 
the  scripture  emphasis  of  the 


church  will  be  on  the  New 
Testament.  “It  is  distinctly  to 
a  person’s  advantage  to  know 
Greek,”  MacKay  said. 

Knowing  Greek  helps  the 
student  know  what  to  ask 
about  the  New  Testament  and 
gives  them  insights  into  the 
scriptures,  he  pointed  out. 

There  will  also  be  a  New 
Testament  class  offered  in 
Greek  next  fall.  MacKay  said 
that  the  Greek  instruction 
offered  at  BYU  is  aimed  at 
helping  the  student  rapidly  be 
able  to  read  the  Greek 
language  so  the  study  of  many 
classics  and  the  New 
Testament  is  not  delayed.

Home  Study 
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Mountain  Fuel  wants  higher  rate 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  - 
Mountain  Fuel  Supply  Co., 
which  operates  in  Utah  and 
Wyoming,  has  asked  for  rate 
increases  that  will  hike 
monthly  natural  gas  bills  of  a 
typical  residential  customer  45 
cents. 

The  company  said  it  is 
asking  regulatory  commissions 
of  the  two  states  to  approve 
the  rate  increases  to  cover 


higher  natural  gas  costs  being 
charged  by  El  Paso  Natural 
Gas  Co. 

M.  M.  Fidlar,  board 
chairman,  and  B.  Z.  Kastler, 
president,  said  a  Canadian 
supplier  has  increased  costs  of 
gas  distributed  to  El  Paso 
Natural  Gas  Co.  from  about  33 
cents  to  62  cents  per  1,000 
cubic  feet. 

They  said  the  Federal  Power 


Commission  has  granted  El 
Paso  authority  to  pass  on 
increased  costs  to  its 
customers,  which  includes 
Mountain  Fuel.  They  said  the 
FPC’s  action  permits  price 
increases  of  17.29  cents  per 
1,000  cubic  feet,  but  that  they 
are  asking  the  Utah  Public 
Service  Commission  for  an 
increase  of  only  about  2.95 
cents  per  1,000  cubic  feet. 


The  Salt  Lake  City-based 
supply  firm  already  has 
pending  before  the  Utah 
regulatory  commission  a 
general  rate  increase 
application.  That  request  was 
submitted  in  November  1972. 
Company  officials  said  they 
regretted  submitting  a  second 
request  before  final  action  is 
taken  on  the  first. 

“However,  the  supply  of  gas 
we  purchase  from  El  Paso,

which  constitutes  20  per  cent 
of  our  total  supply,  is  very 
important  to  Utah,  and  if  it  is 
to  be  retained,  the  higher 
prices  must  be  paid,”  they 
said. 

They  said  the  total  amount 
of  the  El  Paso  increase  which 
Mountain  Fuel  must  pay  is 
slightly  more  than  $4.5 
million.  Utah’s  share  of  that  is 
about  $3.9  million.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  - 
Utah  could  receive  slightly 
more  than  one  third  of  the 
revenue  received  from  a 
developmental  oil  shale  lease 
in  Utah,  says  the  assistant 
director  of  the  Utah 
Geological  Survey,  Howard 
Ritzma.  ! 

Ritzma  said  that  if  revenue 
from  the  lease  is  treated  as 
regular  lease  money,  Utah 
would  get  37/4  per  cent.  The 
Bureau  of  Reclamation  would 
receive  52V4  per  cent  and  the 
U.S.  Treasury  would  get  10 
per  cent. 

The  Department  of  Interior 
plans  to  open  bids  in  Salt  Lake 
City  March  12  and  April  9  for 
shale  oil  development.  The 
proposal  covers  10,240  acres 
in  Utah. 

Standard  Oil  Co.  of  Indiana 
and  Gulf  Oil  Co.  were  the 
apparent  high  bidder  Tuesday 
in  Denver  for  the  right  to 
develop  oil-shale  deposits  in 
north  western  Colorado.  Their 
bid  was  $210.3  million.

Solutions  to  problems  dealing  with  evening  parking 
regulations  and  bicycle  and  motorcycle  parking 
difficulties  are  being  reviewed  by  Traffic  Committee 
members  following  a  recent  meeting  where  the 
suggestions  were  introduced. 

According  to  Sam  F.  Brewster,  director  of  the 
Physical  Plant  and  head  of  the  Traffic  Committee,  a 
group  of  students,  headed  by  Paul  McKinnion, 
proposed  that  current  regulations  prohibiting  student 
parking  in  A  (faculty)  parking  zones  between  6  and  8 
p.m.  on  Friday  be  lifted  and  the  number  of  spaces 
restricted  to  faculty  use  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday 
be  greatly  reduced,  if  not  eliminated. 

McKinnion  said  his  groupconducted  an  actual  count 
of  faculty  cars  in  A  parking  lots  Wednesday, 
Thursday  and  Friday  evenings.  Only  13  per  cent  of 
the  available  parking  spaces  were  occupied  by  cars 
bearing  A  stickers. 

If  restrictions  were  lifted,  the  remaining  83  per  cent 
of  the  parking  spaces  could  be  put  to  good  use  by 
students,  said  McKinnion. 

A  major  problem  in  opening  all  A  zones  to  evening 
student  parking  is  that  the  students  take  all  the  spaces 
and  leave  none  for  the  faculty  members  who  are  on 
campus  at  night,  said  Brewster.  Originally,  A  zones 
were  open  for  student  parking  in  the  evening  but 
because  of  major  problems  it  was  changed  to  the 
present  system,  he  said. 


A  possible  solution  may  be  to  “fence  off”  15-20 
per  cent  of  the  available  spaces  and  reserve  them  for 
faculty  which  would  free  the  remaining  spaces  for 
students,  said  Brewster. 

The  Traffic  Committee  decided  that  the  issue 
needed  further  study  and  a  committee  was  formed 
consisting  of  Security  officers  and  students  to  review 
the  matter  further. 

Conclusions  and  proposals  of  the  committee  will  be 
presented  at  the  next  Traffic  Committee  meeting  to 
be  held  sometime  in  the  middle  of  this  month,  said 
Brewster. 


The  next  item  discussed  at  the  meeting  dealt  with 
bicycles  and  motorcycle  problems. 

In  the  spring,  a  great  influx  of  bicycles  and 
motorcycles  is  expected  on  campus  due  to  fuel 
shortages  and  other  factors.  According  to  Brewster. 
BYU  is  not  equipped  to  handle  the  expected  number 
of  cycles. 

A  committee  with  students,  faculty,  Security,  and 
staff  as  members  has  been  formed  to  study  and 
recommend  plans  of  action.  At  the  next  Traffic 
Committee  meeting,  the  committee  is  expected  to 
present  conclusions  and  recommendations. 

Due  to  recent  purchases,  there  are  plenty  of  bike 
racks  available  on  campus,  said  Brewster,  but  the 
biggest  problem  is  keeping  the  cycles  off  sidev/alks. 


Since  BYU  sidewalks  are  already  extremely  crowded 
during  class  breaks,  an  abundance  of  bicycles  will  add 
to  the  problem. 

A  possible  (solution,  currently  under  study  by  the 
committee,  is  to  build  special  cycle  parking  lots  in  a 
few  areas  on  campus  and  not  allow  cycles  in  other 
areas.  Bike  paths  would  be  built  leading  to  and  from 
these  lots  and  cyclists  would  be  required  to  stay  on 
the  paths,  said,  Brewster. 

When  BYU  was  built  there  were  very  few  cycles, 
and  no  consideration  was  made  for  future  bicycles  or 
problems,  said  Brewster.  Thus,  it  is  difficult  to  build 
convenient  paths  around  existing  sidewalks,  buildings, 
and  roads. 


Any  student  or  faculty  member  with  ideas  about 
how  to  solve  existing  traffic  and  parking  problems 
may  pass  the  information  to  Lt.  Robert  Kelshaw  of 
Security,  said  Brewster.  Any  ideas  or  help  will  be 
appreciated. 

After  the  studies  regarding  the  traffic  problems  are 
complete,  the  conclusions  and  recommendations  will 
be  sent  to  the  office  of  Dr.  Ben  E.  Lewis,  executive 
vice  president  of  BYU,  where  the  proposals  will  be 
reviewed  and  final  decisions  made. 


The  Traffic  Committee  has  no  decision-making 
power  itself  and  can  only  make  recommendations.  It 
is  composed  of  faculty,  staff,  and  student  members.

Dr.  Berge  said  he  and  four 
graduate  archaeology  students 
salvaged  hundreds  of  artifacts 
from  the  site,  including 
arrowheads,  potsherds,  mano 
and  metate  grinding  stones  and 
portions  of  wall  from  a  small 
mud-and-stick  structure  dating 
back  to  between  1 00  and  1  1 00 
A.D. 

Fremont  Indians  were  a 
semi-nomadic  people  who 
lived  almost  exclusively  within 
the  bounds  of  what  is  now 
Utah  from  about  700  to  1250 
'  A.D.,  the  professor  said. 

‘‘The  small,  seven-by 
seven-foot,  wattle  and  dab 
structure  that  once  existed  at 


the  excavation  probably  was 
used  seasonally  by  the  Indians 
as  they  moved  around  to  hunt 
and  gather  nuts,  berries  and 
seeds,”  Dr.  Berge  explained. 
“We  salvaged  many  valuable 
artifacts  and  learned  a  great 
deal  about  construction  of 
wattle  and  daub  houses.” 

Finger  and  hand  prints  are 
still  visible  in  the  wall 
fragments  collected  by  the 
archaeologists. 

Dr.  Berge  said  excavation  of 
such  endangered  sites  is  being 
conducted  in  conformity  with 
state  and  federal  antiquities 
acts.

All  patients  involved  in 
relocation  at  the  Mountain 
View  Nursing  Home  have  been 
moved,  according  to  Mrs. 
Thelma  Jensen. 

Mrs.  Jensen,  who  is  Owner  of 
the  home,  located  at  290  E. 
Center  in  Provo,  said  the  state 
board  of  Health  had  no  real 
case  in  denying  the  home  its 
license  renewal.  The  license 
was  denied  last  November 
during  a  special  hearing. 

The  reason  for  the  denial, 
according  to  Jim  Tidwell,  chief' 
of  standards  and  licensing  in 
Utah,  was  the  home  had  not 
installed  a  fire  sprinkler  system 


which  would  clear  it  for  fire 
regulations. 

Tidwell  said  he  thought  it 
was  better  to  deny  the  license 
now  rather  than  grant  it  in  the 
face  of  new  Federal 
regulations  for  nursing  homes. 
He  said  it  would  not  be  fair  for 
Mrs.  Jensen  to  pay  for  an 
expensive  sprinkler  installation 
and  then  be  denied  a  license 
on  some  other  grounds. 

According  to  Mrs.  Jensen 
and  Tidwell,  the  state  had  not 
given  any  precise  date  for  the 
relocation  of  the  patients. 
Those  affected  by  the  new 
regulations  have  been  moved, 
however.

TV  jazz  special 
set  for  children

NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  Despite 
big  improvements  in  children’s 
television  programs,  it’s  always 
seemed  to  me  that  tots  still 
aren’t  being  offered  a  major 
American  item:  jazz.  But 
some  help  may  be  on  the  way. 

Chico  Hamilton,  a 
prominent  jazz  musician  since 
the  1950s,  says  he’s  planning  a 
one-hour  television  jazz  special 
for  children  and  hopes  to  sell 
it  to  commercial  television  this 
year. 

The  idea,  he  says,  is  to  at 
least  expose  the  very  young  to 
the  sound  and  instruments  of 
jazz  before  they  grow  older 
and  more  rigid  in  their  musical 
tastes. 

“You  want  to  go  to  these 
kids  when  they’re  four  and 
five  and  six  years  old,  play  for 
them,  let  them  make  up  their 
own  minds  whether  they  like 
jazz,”  he  says. 

Hamilton,  who  has  his  own 
jazz  quintet  •'as  well  as  a 
successful  second  career 
composing  commercial  jingles 
for  radio  and  TV  ads,  has  been 
practicing  what  he  preaches  in 
New  York’s  elementary 
schools  for  several  years  now. 

When  a  school  requests  it 
and  his  New  York-based  group 
has  the  time,  Hamilton  puts  on

It  is  modeled 
after  the  Magic  Castle,  a 
private  club  for  magicians  in 
Hollywood. 

“I  wasn’t  satisfied  with  the 
show,  for  obvious  reasons,” 
said  Bixby.  “The  title  of  the 
show  is  ‘The  Magician.’”  He 
emphasized  the  two  words  of 
the  title.  “The  magic  has  to  be 
legitimate.  It  can’t  be  just 
another  action-adventure 
show,  which  is  what  it  was.

mini-coacerts  for  the 
youngsters,  usually  during  the 
lunch  hour. 

“We  go,  1  introduce  the 
fellows,  I  introduce  their 
instruments  and  we  let  the 
kids  hear  what  the  different 
instruments  sound  like,”  said 
Hamilton,  whose  quintet  does 
its  thing  with  bass,  drums, 
guitar,  alto  saxaphone  and 
flute. 

“It’s  a  very  informal  thing,” 
he  added.  “When  we  play,  we 
don’t  play  ‘down’  to  them.  We 
play  just  like  we’d  play 
anywhere  else,  although  once 
in  a  while  we  do  play  things 
that  might  be  more  familiar  to 
them  because  they’ve  heard  it 
on  radio  or  television. 

“And  those  kids  are 
fantastic,  man,  they’re 
fantastic.” 

The  52-year-old  drummer,  a 
native  of  Los  Angeles  and  a 
major  figure  in  the  West  Coast 
jazz  movement  until  he  moved 
here  in  1966,  said  he’ll 
probably  start  taping  his 
children’s  special  this  spring. 

The  show  will  use  essentially 
the  same  concept  he’s  used  in 
the  school  concerts,  Hamilton 
said,  although  the  quintet  may 
be  augmented  by  other 
instruments  identified  with 
jazz,  such  as  trumpets  and 
trombones,  tenor  and  baritone 
saxaphones  and  so  forth. 

But  in  no  way,  Hamilton 
emphasized,  will  the  show’s 
musical  content  be  lowered  to 
fit  an  adult’s  idea  of  what 
appeals  to  young  ears. 

“It’s  not  a  question  of 
playing  down  to  them,”  he 
said.  “It’s  a  question  of 
playing  to  them  and  in  some 
instances  playing  up  to  them. 

“Because  I’ve  been  finding 
that  some  of  the  most 
intelligent  people  I’ve  had  the 
opportunity  to  play  for  in  the 
last  10  years  of  my  life  have 
been  these  kids.  They’re 
something  else.”

last  day  of  the  68th  annual 
convention. 

The  number  of  scholarships 
was  kept  at  a  maximum  of  30 
a  year  and  105  in  effect  at  any 
one  time  for  football  and  six  a 
year  and  18  total  for 
basketball.  But  coaches  had 
been  permitted,  for  example, 
to  total  the  dollar  equivalency 
of  the  30  grants  to  first-time 
football  players  and  hand  out 
partial  scholarships  as  long  as 
they  did  not  exceed  the  total 
cash  value. 

Theoretically,  if  the  one-year 
cost  of  attending  a  school  was 
$5,000,  they  could  multiply 
$5,000  by  30  grants  and  mete 
out  the  resulting  $150,000  to 
as  many  athletes  as  they 
desired. 

The  nfew  rule  means  all 
scholarships  will  be  limited 
solely  to  a  body  count. 

The  eight  Ivy  League  schools 
opposed  the  legislation  but 
were  outvoted. 

Lot  of  interpretation 

‘‘We  need  a  lot  of 
interpretation  of  these  rules,” 
said  Andy  Geiger,  director  of 
athletics  at  Brown  University. 

The  problem  is:  (1)  that  the 
Ivy  League  awards  scholarships 
only  on  the  basis  of  student’s 
financial  need  and  not  on  his 
athletic  ability  and;  (2)  that 
freshmen  are  not  eligible  for 
their  varsity  football  and 
basketball  teams. 

‘"They’ve  got  to  do 
something  for  us,”  said 
Carmen  Cozza,  football  coach 
at  Yale  University.

that  figure  anyway,  but  30 
initial  grants  would  be  a  real 
hardship.” 

November  dates 

The  mid-November  date 
when  football  bowls  can 
contact  prospective  teams  was 
eliminated  Wednesday  by  the 
NCAA. 

The  action  came,  as  the 
NCAA  wound  up  its  68th 
annual  convention  and  means 
that  the  Sugar,  Orange,  Cotton 
and  other  bowls  theoretically 
could  issue  next  season’s 
invitations  immediately. 

However,  Robert  C.  James, 
commissioner  of  the  Atlantic 
Coast  Conference  and 
chairman  of  the  NCAA’s  extra 
events  committee  which 
certifies  the  bowl  games,  said 
his  group  would  meet  with  the 
various  bowl  committees  to 
try  to  come  up  with 
enforceable  legislation  to 
present  at  next  year’s  NCAA 
meetings  in  Washington,  D.C. 

“This  new  rule  appears  on 
the  surface  to  be  permissive,” 
James  said,  “but,  in  fact;  it’s 
what’s  prevailing  now.” 

Old  bowl  rule 

The  old  rule  said  bowl 
invitations  could  not  be  issued 
until  6  p.m.  local  time  on  the 
third  Saturday  in  November  or 
one  week  before  the  end  of  a 
team’s  regular  season, 
whichever  came  first.  Most 
bowls  traditionally  have  been 
lined  up  and  reported  by  the 
news  media  well  before  the 
permitted  date. 

James  said  the  bowl 
committees  had  met  among 
themselves  during  the 
convention  here  and  “want  to 
work  something  out.  If  they 
can’t,  the  only  alternative 
would  be  for  the  NCAA  to 
draw  up  its  own  new  rule  and 
really  latch  on  to  it  as' far  as 
punitive  action  goes.” 

He  said  an  “ultimate 
penalty”  might  be  refusal  by 
his  committee  to  certify  a 
bowl  which  violates  the  rule. 
Bowl  certifications  usually  are 
a  formality  but  the  extra 
events  committee  does  not 
okay  them  until  April  and 
right  now  no  bowls  have  been 
approved  for  next  season. 

“The  schools  and  the  bowls 
want  some  rule,”.  James  said, 
‘‘and  if  we  have  any 
intelligence  at  all,  we  ought  to 
be  able  to  work  it  out.”

Registration  relief 

There  was  a  loud,  long  sigh  of  relief  heaving  from  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse  last  Thursday  through  Saturday.  Thousands  of  BYU 
students  finally  realized  that  registration  was  not  a  game  devised 
by  the  administration  to  confuse  them. 

The  university’s  new  computerized  registration  system 
weathered  its  first  big  test  in  fine  form.  Officials  and  students 
alike  have  commented  that  is  was  one  of  the  smoothest  and 
shortest  registrations  in  the  school’s  history. 

A  sizeable  number  of  students  registered  in  just  a  half  hour’s 
time.  Few  took  longer  than  an  hour  and  a  half  and  that  in  itself 
is  a  mark  of  excellence  for  registration  at  any  university  in  the 
United  States. 

BYU  students  are  probably  the  most  ignorant  of  their  good 
fortune  in  registration  procedure.  It  will  soon  become  a 
blueprint  for  schools  across  the  country  to  follow. 

And  it  will  almost  entirely  be  a  product  of  BYU  effort.  The 
shift  began  last  spring  with  the  inception  of  the  new  tri-semester 
program.  Dean  Erlend  Peterson,  assistant  dean  of  admissions 
and  records,  and  his  fellow  registration  officials,  experimented 
with  a  partial  form  of  computerized  registration,  hoping  that  it 
would  prove  successful  enough  to  expand  in  great  measure 
upon. 

The  group  has  provided  the  school  with  major  improvements 
on  the  system  each  semester.  It  has  been  a  long  and  tedious  road 
to  achieving  the  67  per  cent  complete  satisfaction  this  month. 
Registration  officials  reported  in  the  Daily  Universe  that  67  per 
cent  of  the  students  who  pre-registered  found  their  schedules 
complete. 

The  most  impressive  figure,  though,  showed  that  83  per  cent 
received  their  first  choice  classes. 

It  is  certainly  fortunate  that  their  efforts  have  resulted  in 
success  this  semester.  The  sytem,  though  pleasing,  is  far  from 
perfect  but  it  is  more  than  a  start.  It  is  a  marvel  to  those  of  the 
student  body  who  have  attended  other  large  universities  or  were 
here  four  and  five  years  ago  attending  school. 

Gratitude  written  in  an  editorial  column  certainly  isn’t 
enough  to  cover  all  the  work  that  has  gone  into  the  program. 
But,  as  the  computer  registration  system  is  refined,  the  gratitude 
on  the  faces  of  24,000  satisfied  students  will  probably  suffice. 

Leave  clocks  alone 

There  are  many  ways  the  success  of  something  can  be 
measured.  One  of  them  is  the  spirit  in  which  it  is  received  by 
concerned  individuals.  How  has  daylight  savings  time  been 
received? 

Well,  in  some  circles,  it  is  the  only  way  to  go  in  energy 
conservation.  In  others,  it  is  considered  one  of  those  little 
annoyances  that  can’t  be  changed. 

In  this  circle,  however,  it  has  some  serious  defects  that  really 
should  be  considered  by  everyone. 

For  several  days  now  news  agencies  have  been  reporting  the 
change  to  daylight  savings  time  and  all  the  interesting  little 
feature  items  that  have  been  related  to  the  change.  The  stories 
tell  of  children  getting  up  in  the  dark  and  coming  home  in  the 
light. 

Pictures  of  sleepy  heads  and  hands  swiping  at  clocks  in 
disbelief  that  it  is  already  time  to  get  up  sprinkle  the  front  pages 
of  newspapers. 

Now  that  the  news  has  taken  care  of  all  these  little  items, 
there  is  just  one  more  that  needs  consideration.  It  is  ironical 
that  the  hour  or  so  in  lighting  that  was  supposedly  saved  in  the 
evening  by  the  time  change  is  now  being  used  in  the  morning,  in 
the  dark. 

President  Nixon  should  have  to  prove,  statistically  and 
factually,  that  his  measure  is  really  saving  energy,  because,  on 
the  surface  it  is  quite  apparent  it  is  failing  its  objectives. 

Why  should  the  nation’s  children,  college  students  and  any 
other  individual  who  gets  up  before  ten  in  the  morning  suffer 
for  a  measure  that  is  minimal  in  a  time  of  supposed  maximum 
need? 

Shouldn’t  the  president  do  something  about  the  energy  crisis 
and  leave  our  alarm  clocks  to  us? 

No  healthy  abuses 

One  of  the  better  ideas  instituted  on  campus  last  fall  was  the 
BYU  Health  Center  plan. 

There  was  guarded  reluctance  by  some  BYU  sutdents,  at  first, 
as  to  the  feasibility  and  necessity  for  such  a  plan.  But  as 
registration  progressed  and  the  first  month  of  school  ended, 
10,000  students  had  joined  the  plan. 

As  was  reported  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  Daily  Universe, 
response  was  so  good  that  the  plan  has  been  continued  through 
August. 

Dr.  Cloyd  C.  Hofheins,  director  of  the  Pleath  Center,  pointed 
out  an  important  element  of  the  plan.  He  said  even  though  some 
students  do  not  use  the  plan  during  the  semester,  because  they 
bought  the  $7.50  insurance,  others  are  able  to  receive  great 
benefit  from  it. 

If  all  the  students  who  bought  the  plan  used  it,  the  Health 
Center  would  go  bankrupt,  or  at  least  too  seriously  in  debt  to 
keep  the  service.  This  is  certainly  one  of  the  most  outstanding 
and  progressive  programs  on  campus. 

It  can  be  a  fantastic  aid  in  helping  students  get  medical 
attention  while  attending  college,  rather  than  going  to  the 
poorhouse  trying  to  pay  medical  bills. 

Hofh'  hs  also  noted  that  there  were  some  abuses  by  students. 
Some  tried  to  stockpile  drugs  at  the  Health  Center’s  expense. 
Others  went  in  after  hours  for  non-emergency  treatment  and 
even  went  in  for  problems  not  really  needing  medical  attention. 

It  is  these  few  students  who  are  taking  the  chance  of  causing 
abandonment  of  a  truly  superlative  program. 

There  are  few  schools  that  offer  such  an  outstanding  program. 
There  are  few  schools  that  can  afford  it.  It  would  be  more  than 
a  crime  to  have  a  small  number  responsible  for  such  a  program’s 
demise. 

Those  using  the  Health  Center  Plan  should  keep  this  in  mind 
and  only  use  it  for  honest  problems.  It  should  be  remembered, 
as  Dr.  Hofheins  noted,  that  the  program  operates  because  of  a 
spirit  similar  to  that  of  caring  for  one  another.  This  is  one  way 
students  can  help  their  friends  and  fellow  students.

Little  success 
for  cease-fire

SAIGON  (AP)  —  President  Nguyen  Van 
Thieu’s  tough  talk  in  recent  days  and  demands 
that  Hanoi  probably  won’t  accept, leave  little 
hope  for  a  true  cease-fire  in  South  Vietnam 
during  the  coming  year. 

Most  observers  are  unwilling  to  predict  the 
magnitude  of  the  fighting.  But  there  is  a 
growing  feeling  that  a  general  offensive  is  not 
imminent  although  the  Communist  command 
reportedly  continues  to  build  its  strength  in 
preparation  for  such  an  option  should  it  elect 
to  exercise  it. 

Thieu  claimed  in  one  of  his  speeches  that 
government  forces  had  smashed  the  first  phase 
of  a  general  offensive  and  set  back  Hanoi’s 
tim  etable. 

In  two  speeches  in  the  past  week,  Thieu 
used  a  hard-line  approach,  saying  there  could 
be  no  peace  and  no  general  elections  until 
North  Vietnam  withdraws  400,000  troops 
from  the  South.  U.S.  intelligence  estimates 
put  North  Vietnamese  strength  in  the  South  at 
about  half  the  number  Thieu  claims. 

But  Hanoi  is  hardly  likely  to  accede  to 
Thieu’s  demands  since  the  Paris  agreement, 
which  is  now  nearly  a  year  old,  makes  no  such 
demands  itself  and  since  North  Vietnam  has 
steadfastly  refused  to  acknowledge  it  has 
military  forces  in  the  South. 

Perhaps  sensing  sentiment  against  the 
reintroduction  of  U.S.  forces  by  an  America 
preoccupied  with  Watergate,  inflation  and  fuel 
shortages,  Thieu,  in  an  address  Friday, 
indicated  for  the  first  time  he  was  ready  to  go 
it  alone. 

“The  war  has  been  rekindled  and  we  will 
have  to  fight  with  our  own  means,  Vietnamese 
people  and  Vietnamese  facilities,”  he  declared. 
“We  will  have  to  fight  the  war  in  such  a  way 
suitable  with  our  economic  situation.” 

This  appeared  to  be  an  allusion  to  cuts  in 
both  military  and  economic  aid  made  by  the 
U.S.  Congress. 


opportunity  to  sit  through  those  dull,  first-day 
lectures  with  teachers  expounding  on  the 
ethics  of  being  a  student. 

Of  course,  the  organizational  segment  of 
this  first  day  trial  is  quite  necessary  for  those 
students  who  are  after  the  “easy  grade.”  The 
lecture  concerning  student  ethics,  however,  is 
usually  the  rote  kind  of  pep  talk  that  is  given 
to  a  team  that  really  isn’t  expected  to  listen. 

This  semester,  a  different  kind  of  lecture 
shattered  the  humdrum  of  academia  in  at  least 
one  class.  For  the  first  time,  the  whole  routine 
about  why  students  should  put  their  best 
efforts  into  study  made  sense. 

This  is  probably  many  professors’  first  class 
lecture,  but  some  of  us  had  not-  had  the 
fortune  of  having  taken  any  of  their  classes.  It 
was  certainly  a  welcome  first  for  some  of  us. 

The  definition  of  cost,  in  an  economic 
sense,  it  was  explained,  is  “what  you  give  up 
for  something  else.”  In  other  words,  what  you 
sacrifice  to  obtain  something  else. 

Why  do  students  bother  to  go  to  college 
anyway?  They  spend  anywhere  from  $4,000 
to  $10,000  on  educations  that  seem  wasted  in 
the  way  they  approach  their  studies.  Grades 
aren’t  a  good  enough  reason.  They  don’t  get 
you  a  job.  Marriage,  perhaps? 

Well,  most  people  go  to  college  because  they 
want  the  benefits  a  college  education  might 
afford  them  at  the  end  of  a  strenuous  term  of 
study. 

But  how  many  of  us  realize  what  we  are 
really  giving  up  to  be  in  school?  It  is  much 
more  than  the  mere  pittance  we  pay  for 
tuition  and  books.  Most  of  us  could  be 
working  full-time  somewhere  for  $400  or 
$500  a  month. 

That  means,  that  excluding  part-time 
employment  while  attending  school,  each  of 
us  is  sacrificing  $2,000  to  go  to  school  for  just 
one  semester.  That  would  be  the  salary 
received  from  a  job  over  a  four-month  period. 

So,  beyond  the  price  of  tuition  and  books, 
each  of  us  makes  a  sizable  sacrifice  for  a 
college  education.  One  BYU  subcommittee 
estimated  that  it  costs  BYU’s  25,000  students 
about  $100  million  to  go  to  school  each  year. 

Since  some  students  don’t  understand 
anything  but  decimal  points  in  their  outlook, 
this  should  be  enough  to  convince  them  that 
each  class  is  significant  enough,  cost-wise,  to 
give  our  best  efforts  to. 

For  the  first  time,  the  phrase,  “You  only 
hurt  yourself”  really  became  significant.  So,  if 
nothing  else  convinces  us  that  study  is 
important,  hopefully  this  will.

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Nixon  statecraft  revised

SAN  CLEMENTE,  Calif.  (AP)  —  weary  but 
determined  President  Nixon  marked  his  61st 
birthday  Wednesday,  bent  on  yet  another 
attempt  to  put  Watergate  behind  him. 

With  his  so-called  “Operation  Candor” 
apparently  wrapped  up  in  the  form  of 
Tuesday’s  “white  papers”  on  the  ITT  and  milk 
price  support  controversies,  Nixon  was 
described  as  ready  to  begin  emphasizing  his 
leadership  role  and  his  talents  at  statecraft. 

What  could  be  a  make-or-break  effort  on 
Nixon’s  part  is  expected  to  emerge  most 
forcefully  in  his  forthcoming  State  of  the 
Union  blueprint  for  the  nation’s  future  and  in 
diplomatic  initiatives  to  grapple  with  the 
energy  crisis  on  an  international  scale. 

The  President’s  associates  agree  he  was 
worked  very  hard  during  his  California  stay, 
now  in  its  14th  day.  Several  acknowledge  that 
he  is  showing  signs  of  fatigue. 

An  aide  reported  Nixon  has  been  getting 
little  rest  and  even  less  recreation  here.  With 
Southern  California  suffering  through  cold, 
stormy  weather,  the  President’s  relaxation  has 
centered  around  unannounced  drives  through 
the  countryside.

Payola, 
a  social 
sickness 


“Kickback”  is  a  word  finding  prominent 
place  in  political  scandal  reports  these  days. 

It  is  another  word  for  “bribe”;  not  so  ugly, 
perhaps,  but  it  seems  the  same  thing,  it  was 
coined  to  describe  the  “cut”  that  corrupt 
politicians  take  from  corrupt  contractors 
when  public  building  contracts  are  awarded. 
Now  the  word  has  come  to  mean  almost 
anything  that  has  to  do  with  a  shady  deal 
involving  a  payoff  or  misappropriation  of 
public  funds. 

To  judge  by  recent  newspaper  headlines,  the 
comment,  the  kickback  is  just  one  phase  of  an 
epidemic  of  immorality  throughout  the 
country. 

DANTE’S  INFERNO 

The  extent  of  the  nefarious  activities  of  men 
in  high  places  who  have  run  afoul  of  the  law 
has  led  one  syndicated  columnist  to  declare: 
“If  they  are  fellows  of  this  sort,  then  we  are 
all  fellows  of  this  sort  and  we  are  all  going  to 
that  place  made  famous  by  Dante’s 
‘Inferno.’  ” 

Is  the  problem  really  that  extensive?  Do  the 
symptoms  of  moral  decay  indicate  a  genuine 
and  widespread  slackening  of  our  standards  of 
right  and  wrong?  Has  everybody  succumbed 
to  the  lure  of  “payola”  and  the  siren  call  of 
personal  aggrandizement? 

A  high  school  teacher,  discussing  with  his 
students  a  well-remembered  rigged  television 
show,  asked:  “If  I  should  give  you  a  tough 
examination,  post  a  $100  scholarship  for  the 
best  mark  and  then  provide  one  student  with 
the  answers,  what  would  be  your  reaction?” 
Scarcely  half  of  the  students  stated  they 
would  report  him  to  the  principal.  Typical  of 
the  attitude  of  the  minority,  one  fellow  said: 


“Well,  it’s  your  $100;  you  should  be  able  to 
do  with  it  what  you  like.” 

“Who  am  I  to  decide  what  is  right  and  what 
is  wrong?”  asked  a  housewife  who  was  picked 
up  for  shoplifting. 

ADMITTING  CORRUPTION 

A  high-ranking  public  official,  no  longer  in 
office,  admitted  to  taking  kickbacks, 
explaining  that  contractors  figure  kickbacks  as 
routine  expenditures  to  be  included  in  the 
cost  of  doing  business. 

A  taxi  driver,  in  response  to  ,  a  public 
opinion  poll  conducted  by  a  newspaper 
syndicate,  was  asked:  “Would  you  return  a 
wallet  that  had  been  left  in  your  cab?”  He 
replied:  “It  would  depend  upon  who  lost  it, 
whether  he  was  rich  or  poor  or  if  he  needed 
the  money  more  than  I  did.” 

In  this  same  poll  only  a  few  thought  the 
change  in  our  moral  attitudes  is  for  the  better. 
Some  detected  no  change;  but  a  majority  of 
those  who  responded,  thought  our  standards 
are  deteriorating. 

The  shocking  rise  in  our  national  crime  rate 
the  past  ten  years,  the  increase  in  illegitimacy, 
the  often  widespread  public  indifference  to 
scandals,  the  emphasis  on  Wealth  as  the  prime 
criterion  of  success  and  the  growing 
preoccupation  with  the  “fast  buck,”  all 
indicate  that  we  may  be  losing  our  perspective 
of  what  morality  is. 

Morality,  says  the  dictionary,  is  the  ability 
to  discriminate  between  right  and  wrong.  The 
misguided  attitude  of  too  many,  however,  is 
that  morality  is  a  vague,  unrealistic  code-with 
which  they  should  be  familiar  but  are 
not  — that  does  not  apply  as  much  to 
themselves  as  to  the  other  fellow. 
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HIGH  THEFT 

Asked  what  actions  are  immoral,  members  *  ' 
of  a  college  philosophy  class  put  malicious 
mischief  at  the  top  of  the  list.  High  on  the  list 
also  were  theft,  forgery,  perjury  and  bribery.  , 

Some  thought  drug  addiction  was  immoral, 
but  an  equal  number  regarded  it  as  a  sickness. 
Surprisingly,  only  a  minority  mentioned  \ 
drunkenness,  gambling  or  traffic  violations  as  j 
serious  crimes.  All  agreed  that  tax  evasion  is  I  t 
immoral  but  did  not  blame  anybody  for  n 
“fudging”  on  their  returns.  Nobody  took  fe 
exception  to  a  salesman  padding  his  expense 
account.  “Everybody  does  it,”  was  the  ' 
concensus. 

What  can  be  done?  This  apparent  moral  i  j 
indifference  seems  to  exist  principally  among 
persons  who  have  no  purpose  beyond  their 
own  private  tastes,  whims  and  ambitions. 

This  is  a  form  of  selfishness,  of  godlessness, 
which  must  be  conquered  in  man  before  peace  [ 
and  complete  prosperity  can  be  attained.  This  i 
peace  can  be  realized  only  if  the  world  follows  i 
the  admonitions  of  the  Prince  of  Peace  who  Hi 
was  the  most  selfless  of  all,  who  gave  his  all  5 
for  mankind,  who  showed  us  how  to  put  aside  'I 
distrust  of  person  for  person  and  nation  for  j 
nation.
